Egypt's President Nasser tonight bluntly rejected the 
Dulles plan for internationalising the Canal as “hostile and 
intringing on tho rights and sovereignty of Egypt.” 

In a 2,500 word letter to the committee that came 
from London to urge internationalisation of the vital water- 
way, Nasser said “any attempt to impose such a system would 
indeed be the signal for incalculable strife and would plunge 


the Suez Canal into the turmoil of politics.”
